AT LARGE IN MUNICIPAL 
DISTRICTS

Under the provisions of the Munici¬ 
pal District Act, Sections 206 to 216a 
Inclusive, authority is given to any 
Municipal District to pass a by-law 
with reference to stock running at 
large. By the amendments made to 
the Act at the recent session of the 
Legislature, at the request of the Hon. 
A. O. MacKay, Minister of Municipal 
Affairs, any by-law of a Municipal 
Affairs, any by-law of a Municipal 
District with reference to stock run¬ 
ning at large, must be aubmltted for 
aprpov&l of the Minister before It can 
be advertised as provided for by Sec¬ 
tion 214 of the said Act, and any 
MunlclpCLUoundl that is considering 
the putting into force of a by-law with 
reference to stock running at large, 
should be carenU tO see that they 
have the necessary approval endorsed 
on a certified copy of their by-law 
before It ts advertised. This amend¬ 
ment was asked for not because It was 
desired to Interfere In any way with 
the business of the Municipal Dis¬ 
tricts, but for the purpose of perfect¬ 
ing Municipal Districts, as far as pos¬ 
sible, from, trying to enforce a by-law 
which would be illegal, and which 
would get them into trouble. The 
following is a copy of the model form 
of by-law which Is being sent out to 
the Municipal Districts under the In¬ 
structions of the Minister, so that they 
may draw up their by-law in accord¬ 
ance therewith:

8. The provisions of the Stray Ani¬ 
mals Ordinance, the Entire Animals 
Ordinance, the Herd Ordinance and 
the Pound District Ordinance, shall 
cease to be operative jUthln the said 
Municipal Districts onHhe coming Into 
force of this by-law (if it Is desired 
to retain the Stray Animals Ordin¬ 
ance or the Entris Animals Ordinance, 
the one to be retained shall not be 
mentioned In this section.) 

9. Any person who suffers or per¬ 
mits any animal, which he Is entitled 
to possession of, to 'be at large within 
the said Municipal District, shall be 
guilty of breach of this By-law, and 
shall, under summary conviction un¬ 
der Part XV of the Criminal Code, for¬ 
feit and pay as a penalty an omount 
not exceeding One Hundred Dollars 
and costs, and In default of payment 
forthwith after conviction shell be 
liable to punishment by imprisonment 
with or without hard iabor for a 
period not exceeding thirty days, un¬ 
less such fine and costs, including the 
costs of committal, are sooner paid.

Referring to this model form of by¬ 
law, the following points should be 
carefully noted: 

Section 1 refers to “resident or non¬ 
resident.” If it is desired to make the 
by-law apply to non-residents only, 
the necessary change desired should 
be made. 

Section 6. provides for the limiting 
of the number of cattle or horses or 
sheep that a man owning land within 
of food would be reduced by the re- 
the Municipal District may be allawed 
to run At large. 

The question of the number that 
may be allowed to run at large in any 
Municipal District rests with the 
Council of the District, but no provis¬ 
ion can be Inserted In the By-law so 
as to allow the owner of land to have 
more than one hundred cattle or 
horses or five hundred sheep running 
at large for each quarter section of 
land in the Municipal District owned 
by him. It should, of course, be borne 
in mind that it Is not necessary for 
the Municipal Council to deal with 
this point at all unless they so desire. 

It is important that the provisions 
of the Act In regard to advertising qf 
the by-law should be carefully follow¬ 
ed: that is, that any by-law with refe- 
enoe to stock running at large, which 
the Council of the Municipal District 
Intends putting into operation, should, 
after the form of by-law has been ap¬ 
proved by the Minister, be advertised 
by notice In some newspaper publish¬ 
ed In the Municipality, or If there be 
no newspaper published in the muni¬ 
cipality, In some newspaper having 
a circulation therein. Such notice 
shall contain a short synopsis of the 
By-law, and in addition, a copy of 
the by-law Is required to be posted up 
In fifteen conspicuous places in the 
municipality; one of these places be¬ 
ing tke office of the Secretary-Trea¬ 
surer. ^ 

If within thirty days of the publica¬ 
tion of the notice in the newspaper, 
ten resident electors of the municipal 
district petition the ouneil to do so, 
the by-law must be submitted to a 
vote of the resident electors, and a 
tWo-thlrd* majority of those voting is 
required becofe the Council can place 
the by-law In operation.

The Privy Council has refused 
leave of appeal in the case of the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway versus Walker. 
Joseph Walker, Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way engine-driver, was seriously in¬ 
jured in a head-on collision in which 
his fireman was killed, just outside 
Moose Jay station in January, 1916. A 
jury in the trial of his subsequent 
action for damages awarded Walker 
$16,820, and the verdict was upheld in 
the Court of Appeal of Saskatchewan, 
the Supreme Court of Canada, and 
now finally it has been aprpoved by 
the highest court In the Empire. 

It will be recalled that Mr. R. E. 
Reardon of this town also received 
painful Injuries on this occasion but 
unfortunately did not pursue the case, 
ms It meant much litigation, besides 
ifcss of time and so he refused to go 
on with the case.
